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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

During  1989  the  highway  program  has  continued;  approximately  1/2  of 
Cotton  Road  has  been  rebuilt  through  the  use  of  offsite  improvements  and 
the  financial  generosity  of  Deerfield  Fair  Association.  This  allowed  a 
great  deal  of  work  to  be  done  at  little  cost  to  the  taxpayer. 

The  work  continued  on  South  Road  with  the  2  to  1  matching  funds  of 
State  money.  The  resurfacing  program  saw  approximately  one  mile  of  road 
hot  topped.  During  1989  the  last  of  the  free  sand  and  gravel  was  removed 
from  the  fairgrounds.  From  here  on  all  the  material  will  have  to  be  pur- 
chased from  commercial  sources. 

The  towns  accounting  system  is  now  fully  computerized.  This  should 
streamline  the  office  procedures  greatly  and  ease  the  work  load  slightly. 

Voluntary  recycling  has  been  started  at  the  landfill  with  aluminum 
cans.  This  not  only  extends  the  life  of  the  landfill;  it  also  generates 
revenue  to  help  offset  costs. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  thank  you  to  all  the  people  who 
have  volunteered  and  served  on  committees.

We  all  know  that  the  taxes  are  increasing  in  order  to  provide  the 
services  that  the  town  needs  and  we  want  to  be  provided. 

The  budget  growth  is  faster  than  many  of  us  can  understand  and  accept. 
The  committee  has  searched  for  any  and  all  ways  to  curtail  the  fiscal 
burden  for  its  citizens.  This  effort  has  resulted  in  deeper  incites  of  the 
actual  checks  and  balances  in  our  town  government. 

This  year  we  had  a  late  start  due  to  the  overall  increased  activities 
in  the  town.  The  overall  efficiency  of  our  town  government  would  be  great- 
ly enhanced  if  the  towns  people  participated  more. 

The  MBC  followed  the  general  guidelines  that  were  voiced  at  the  town 
meeting  last  March  1989,  which  indicated  a  desire  to  try  and  keep  the 
growth  within  the  National  Consumer  Price  Index.  Some  items  worked  well 
while  others  did  not.  The  MBC  has  also  tried  to  iet  the  citizens  suggest 
what  is  reasonable  for  them  to  support  and  fund. 

Without  all  the  input  that  we  have  received  by  letters,  phone  calls 
and  personal  appearances,  our  task  would  not  have  been  as  effective  as  it 
has  been. 

Next  budget  cycle  will  call  for  even  more  restraints  in  order  to 
provide  for  long  term  results  that  the  citizens  are  willing  to  support  by 
taxes  and  other  means.

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TOWN  ADMINISTRATION  REPORT 

Several  months  ago  the  position  o£  Town  Administrator  was  filled  and  a 
number  of  administrative  changes  have  taken  place  hopeful  for  offering 
better  service  to  the  people  of  Deerfield. 

The  Selectmen's  Office  was  enhanced  with  "like  new"  desks  and  chairs 
and  other  equipment  purchased  at  a  great  savings  to  the  town.  Electronic 
calculators  were  procured  for  Town  Clerks  office  as  well.  Having  received 
a  report  from  the  Deerfield  Computer  Study  Committee  the  Board  purchased 
and  implemented  a  system  compatible  with  accepted  accounting  practices  as 
well  as  a  reporting  system  in  line  with  the  Department  of  Revenue  Adminis- 
tration requirements.  This  has  developed  to  the  point  of  Town  Clerks 
office  going  "on  line"  with  accounts  receivable. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Town  Treasurer,  we  have  enhanced  the  interest 
income  for  Town  &  School  District  accounts  from  5.5*  to  8*  plus,  and  in- 
crease of  60t  in  earned  income.  In  addition  Suncook  Bank  is  supplying  all 
payroll  and  voucher  checks  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

We  have  been  working  closely  with  the  Solid  Waste  Committee,  headed  by 
Scott  Shillaber,  Chairman,  instituted  a  contract  with  N.H.  Resources  and 
Recovery  Association  to  recycle  metals,  tires  and  other  saleables  through  a 
central  brokerage.  Additional  needs  for  the  landfill  are  to  be  acted  upon 
in  the  Town  Warrant. 

A   study  was  completed  on  all  roads  and  bridges  by  Kimball   and  Chase 

Engineering  of  Portsmouth  and  Concord.   We  are  attempting  to  initiate  these 

improvements   again  with  a  request  for  funds  to  reconstruct   Nichols  Brook 
Bridge  on  Ridge  Road,  the  first  of  six  to  be  refurbished. 

The  Town  accepted  a  $7,500  grant  from  the  Governors  Committee  on 
Energy  Conservation  for  a  survey  of  all  town  buildings.  The  report  fur- 
nished to  the  Town  by  DuBois  and  King  Engineering  states  estimates  of  costs 
to  rectify  energy  loss  in  the  several  buildings  in  addition  to  the  estimat- 
ed period  of  "pay  back  time"  needed. 

Most  residents  are  quite  aware  of  the  ongoing  revaluation  of  all  land 
and  buildings  in  the  Town  which  should  offer  relief  to  the  townspeople  in 
presenting  a  better  balanced  presentation  of  property  values.  This  is 
being  completed  by  M.M.C.  Inc.  and  being  reviewed  by  the  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration  and  the  N.H.  Board  of  Taxation  and  Land  Appeals. 

The  Town  Administrator  has  been  the  Selectmen's  representative  on  the 
Concord  to  Spaulding  Turnpike  Advisory  Task  Force  which  in  conjunction  with 
the  N.H.  Department  of  Transportation  is  investigating  optimum  highway 
route  for  future  generations.  These  meetings  are  held  periodically  at  the 
Elementary  School  in  Northwood  usually  on  Thursday  evening  and  are  open  to 
the  public. 

Risk  Management  has  been  better  organized  for  efficiency  and  economy. 
All  policies  have  been  purchased  through  the  N.H.  Municipal  Association 
Insurance  Trust  with  a  common  anniversary  date  for  renewal  and  allowing  for 
a  reasonable  annual  premium.  We  have  been  fortunate  to  have  a  low  rate  of 
claims  against  our  loss  ratio  which  to  date  insures  sizable  refunds  annual- 
ly from  the  Trust.  In  addition  the  Municipal  Association  has  surveyed  all 
Town  buildings  for  the  improvement  of  safety  factors.  The  Association  also 
will   train  employees  of  the  Police,  Highway  and  School  departments  in   the 
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art  of  Defensive  Driving  at  no  coat  to  the  town. 

We  have  been  assisting  Frank  Mitchell,  Chairman  and  Kate  Hartnett,  Sub 
Committee  Chairman  of  the  Conservation  Commission  in  the  implementation  of 
the  Land  Conservation  Investment  Program.  This  program,  in  conjunction 
with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  will  insure  lands  donated  to  the  Town  and 
easements  in  perpetuity  be  kept  in  a  natural  state. 

These  aforementioned  are  a  few  of  the  activities  that  have  been  ongo- 
ing these  several  months,  not  to  mention  those  mundane  tasks  that  occur  on 
a  daily  basis. 

I  wish  to  take  this  means  to  thank  the  people  of  Deerfield  for  the 
opportunity  to  serve  them  in  this  capacity  and  to  wish  them  well  in  future 
endeavors .

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TRUSTEES  OF  TRUST  FUNDS  REPORT 

The  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  are  elected  to  hold  and  invest  money  for 
the  Town  of  Deerfield. 

Money  held  by  the  Trustees  includes  the  capital  reserve  funds  estab- 
lished by  Town  Meetings,  and  the  various  funds,  left  in  trust,  to  care  for 
cemetery  lots,  help  defray  the  expenses  of  the  library,  provide  scholar- 
ships, etc. 

During  1989,  the  capital  reserve  funds  earned  nearly  $32,000  on  a 
beginning  balance  in  excess  of  $370,000;  taken  in  meaningful  terms,  the 
interest  on  these  funds  reduces  the  cost  of  capital  items  the  Town  must 
contract  for  from  time  to  time.  The  average  interest  rate  in  1989  was 
8.6*. 

Cemetery   funds   are  the  next  largest  category  of  monies  held   by   the 

Trustees   and   began  1989  at  approximately  $66,000  principal   and   $56,000 

accumulated   income.    All  but  $500  of  the  cemetery  maintenance   budget   is 
reimbursed  to  the  Town  from  Trust  Funds. 

1989  income  from  the  Library  funds  was  over  $5,000  and  defrays  a  large 
portion  of  the  cost  to  keep  the  Philbrick  James  Library  open  and  serving 
the  people  of  Deerfield. 

The  invested  Trust  Funds,  exclusive  of  Capital  Reserve  funds,  earned  a 
total  return  of  approximately  13.5*  in  1989.

SOLID  WASTE  COMMITTEE 

The  solid  waste  committee  is  a  committee  of  volunteers  formed  to 
evaluate  solid  waste  disposal  including  management  of  the  existing  landfill 
and  longer  range  disposal  alternatives  including  recycling.  Members  of  the 
committee  have  visited  various  transfer  station/recycling  facilities  and 
have  attended  workshops  on  household  hazardous  waste,  solid  waste  planning, 
metal  pile  management  and  transfer  station  design. 
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Mandatory  closure  of  our  landfill  is  expected  within  the  next  couple 
years.  Associated  with  closure  the  town  will  have  to  develop  a  transfer 
station  and  transport  waste  to  a  commercial  or  regional  facility.  Closure 
and  transferring  waste  will  have  a  significant  impact  on  our  tax  bills. 
The  committee  is  studying  long  term  waste  disposal  alternatives  such  as  the 
proposal  from  Wheelabrator .  In  addition,  we  have  improved  the  management 
of  the  metal  pile  at  the  landfill  to  lessen  the  cost  of  metal  disposal  and 
we  have  started  a  voluntary  recycling  of  aluminum  cans.  For  the  first  6 
months  we  recycled  3900  pounds  of  aluminum  with  a  net  income  to  the  town  of 
about  $1200. 

It  is  the  committee's  goal  to  apply  the  income  from  aluminum  recycling 
to  another  phase  of  recycling,  specifically  plastics.  We  have  applied  for 
a  matching  funds  grant  money  to  be  applied  toward  the  purchase  of  a  granu- 
lator  which  is  used  to  reduce  the  volume  of  plastic  so  that  it  may  be 
recycled.  We  are  also  proposing  to  erect  a  structure  at  the  landfill  to 
house  the  granulator  and  plastic  until  such  time  as  there  is  sufficient 
quantity  to  warrant  collection. 

The  cost  of  solid  waste  disposal  is  increasing  all  the  time  and  it  is 
important  that  we  manage  only  waste  generated  in  town.  For  this  reason  the 
town  has  a  requirement  that  residents  obtain  a  sticker  for  their  vehicle. 
The  stickers  are  available  at  the  Town  Hall.  Please  cooperate  and  get 
stickers  for  your  vehicles.  The  sticker  program  is  designed  to  control 
access  to  the  landfill  so  that  we  as  taxpayers  are  paying  for  disposal  of 
only  that  waste  which  is  generated  in  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  was  first  established  in  1970  within  the 
Deerfieid  Zoning  Ordinance  as  required  under  what  is  now  RSA  673:1, IV.  Its 
five  members  are  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  staggered  3  year  terms. 
Alternate  members  are  also  appointed  for  three  year  terms.  As  provided  by 
vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  the  Board  of  Adjustment  also  acts  as  the  "Building 
Code  Board  of  Appeals". 

During  1989  the  board  revised  and  updated  its  by-laws  (adopted  in 
1970,  revised  1979  &  1983)  to  the  "Rules  of  Procedure"  required  by  RSA 
676:1  for  all  land  use  boards.  Procedures  for  joint  hearings  with  the 
Planning  Board  have  also  been  adopted.  Copies  of  both  documents  are  on 
file  with  the  Town  Clerk, 

The  Board  met  five  times,  January  through  April,  in  joint  hearing  with 
the  Planning  Board  on  a  gravel  excavation  proposed  on  Cotton  Rd .  and  on  May 
13,  1989  granted  a  special  exception  to  the  applicant  with  stipulations 
based  on  recommendations  resulting  from  the  joint  hearings.  In  addition 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  held  public  hearings  on  sixteen  applications  during 
the  year.  Three  applicants  were  denied  and  thirteen  requests  were  granted 
with  stipulations  or  conditions  as  noted  in  the  decisions  posted.  Most 
cases  are  requests  for  variances  involving  setbacks  and/or  frontage  re- 
quirements of  the  ordinance.  Many  were  lakefront  lots  created  prior  to 
Zoning , 

Applications  for  appeals  to  the  "ZBA"  may  be  obtained  from  the  Select- 
men's Office,  Building  Inspector  or  Planning  Board.  Completed  applica- 
tions, with  appropriate  fees  and  mailing  costs,  should  be  received  by  the 
Board  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  the  month  in  order  to  be 
on  the  hearing  list  for  that  month  because  of  the  noticing  requirements  for 
public  and  abutters. 

We  need  more  interested  residents  to  serve  as  alternates  and  members. 
If  you  have  an  interest  in  zoning  and  its  effect  and  can  contribute  two  to 
ten  hours  of  your  time  a  month,  ask  the  Administrative  Assistant  for  more 
information.  The  NH  Municipal  Association,  Office  of  State  Planning  and 
Southern  NH  Planning  Commission  provide  good  informational  material  and 
even  training  sessions  during  the  year.  The  Selectmen  try  to  balance  the 
ZBA  with  members  reflecting  the  changing  population  of  Deerfieid  and  it  is 
increasingly  difficult  to  know  everyone.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Planning  Board  received  a  total  of  20  applications:  12  minor 
subdivisions,  2  major  subdivisions,  and  6  lot  line  adjustments.  Two  of  the 
minor  subdivisions  were  denied  and  referred  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and 
two  will  be  acted  upon  in  1990.  Both  major  subdivisions  were  denied.  The 
approvals  granted  resulted  in  the  creation  of  nine  (9)  new  lots. 

The  Board  collected  a  total  of  $14,606  in  off-site  assessment  fees 
which  are  intended  to  be  used  on  roadway  improvements  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  approved  subdivisions  to  offset  their  impact  on  the  Town's  roadway 
system. 
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The  Board  also  issued  38  driveway  permits,  resulting  in  the  collection 
of  $1,140  in  permit  fees. 

Overall,  the  Board  held  a  total  of  36  meetings  throughout  the  year. 
Regularly  scheduled  meetings  are  held  the  first  and  third  Wednesdays  of  the 
month,  with  special  meetings  and  public  hearings  scheduled  as  needed. 

The  Board  undertook  the  revision  of  the  Subdivision  Regulations  and 
held  two  hearings  to  present  those  revisions.  The  major  changes  consisted 
of  bringing  the  regulations  in  conformance  with  recent  changes  in  State 
Statutes  and  strengthening  of  the  regulations  to  protect  the  Town  and 
future  purchasers  of  subdivided  lots.  The  firm  of  RKG  Associates  of  Durham 
and  Town  Counsel  David  Connell  provided  invaluable  assistance  in,  respec- 
tively, drafting  and  reviewing  the  regulations. 

In  March,  the  Board  elected  officers  for  the  year  who  consisted  of 
Fred  McGarry,  Chairman;  Phil  Bilodeau,  Vice  Chairman;  and  Fran  Menard, 
Alternate.  The  State  statutes  permit  the  Board  to  have  up  to  three  alter- 
nates and  the  Board  decided  to  appoint  two  additional  alternates  during  the 
month  of  June.   Those  appointments  were:  Steven  Malvey  and  Thomas  True. 

In  September,  the  Board  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Fran 
Menard  as  alternate  to  the  Board.  Fran  has  served  on  the  Board  for  3 
years.   Her  contributions  to  the  Board  will  be  missed. 

In  November,  Joe  Dubiansky  resigned  as  one  of  the  Town's  representa- 
tives to  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission.  To  fill 
that  vacancy,  the  Board  nominated  Thomas  True,  an  alternate  to  the  Board, 
and  forwarded  his  name  to  the  Selectmen  for  formal  appointment  to  the 
Commission . 

The  Board  is  proposing  eight  (8)  amendments  to  the  Town's  Zoning 
Ordinance  including  the  establishment  of  a  Cluster  Zoning  Ordinance.  The 
Board  urges  the  Town  to  carefully  review  the  amendments  and  to  support 
those  amendments  proposed  by  the  Board.

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SOUTHERN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  PLANNING  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  offers  a  wide 
variety  of  services,  resources  and  technical  assistance  to  all 
towns  that  are  dues-paying  members  of  the  Commission.  A  profes- 
sional planning  staff,  assisted  by  consultants  in  certain  spe- 
cialized fields  for  which  the  Commission  is  unable  to  employ  a 
full-time  staff,  work  under  the  direction  of  your  representatives 
to  the  Commission  in  developing  and  carrying  out  planning 
programs  that  require  regional  perspective  as  well  as  which 
pertain  to  your  community. 

Local  planning  assistance  requests  are  normally  made  by  the 
Planning  Board  and/or  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  your  town  baaed 
on  your  local  priorities.  However,  certain  general  studies, 
notifications  or  acquisition  of  resources  that  are  deemed  essen- 
tial for  all  member  municipalities  of  the  Commission  are  also 
conducted  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Commission. 

Services  that  were  performed  for  the  Town  of  Deerfield 
during  the  past  year  are  as  follows: 

1.  Provided  testimonies  to  the  House  and  Senate  committees 

of  the  1989  session  of  the  General  Court  on  many  House  and 
Senate  bills  pertaining  to  planning  and  zoning  issues. 
House  Bill  758  dealing  with  impact  fees,  and  Senate  bills 
139  and  166  deserve  special  mention. 

2.  Co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series,  to  which 
Deerfield  officials  were  invited. 

3.  Updated  the  town's  base  map  in  the  scale  of  1"  =  2000'. 

4.  Prepared  necessary  art  work  for  printing  the  map  in  the 
scale  of  1"  =  4000  '  .

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ROCKINGHAM  COUNTY  COMMUNITY  ACTION  PROGRAM,  INC.  REPORT 

Of  the  manor  direct  service  programs  offered  by  the  Rockingham  County 
Community  Action  Program,  Inc.,  the  following  were  provided  to  eligible 
residents  of  Deerfield  from  July  1,  1988  through  June  30,  1989: 

53  households  received  Fuel  Assistance,  a  program  which  provides  a 
financial  grant  of  up  to  $500.00  to  assist  with  energy-related  expenses. 

2  households  received  the  Home  Repair  Program,  which  provides  for  the 
repair  or  replacement  of  furnaces  and  heating  units  and  home  repairs  for 
low-income  homeowners. 

19  children  were  provided  meals  from  private  family  day  care  homes 
which  participate  in  the  Rockingham  Family  Day  Care  Program. 

3  child  care  referrals  were  arranged  through  the  Child  Care  Resource 
and  Referral  Program,  which  compiles  current  data  on  all  available  child 
care  options,  provides  child  care  referrals  to  employees  of  participating 
companies  as  well  as  to  the  general  public,  and  expands  the  supply  of 
quality  day  care  by  recruiting,  training  and  assisting  new  day  care  provid- 
ers . 

1  child  was  enrolled  in  Head  Start,  a  comprehensive,  early  childhood 
development  program  for  low-income  and  handicapped  children  and  their 
f amil ies . 

24  women,  infants  and  children  received  help  through  the  WIC  Program, 
which  offers  supplemental  nutritious  food  and  nutrition  counseling  to 
pregnant  women,  nursing  mothers  and  children  up  to  the  age  of  5  who  are 
nutritionally  at  risk. 

1  household  received  Crisis  Assistance,  a  program  which  provided  a 
one-time  financial  grant  for  the  payment  of  rent,  mortgage,  electricity  or 
fuel  for  those  in  emergency  situations. 

62  food  packets  were  provided  through  the  Surplus  Food  Program,  which 
distributes  USDA  surplus  food  to  eligible  households  through  periodic  mass 
distributions . 

1  household  received  an  emergency  food  packet  through  the  Emergency 
Food  Pantry,  a  program  which  provides  a  temporary  supply  of  nonperishable 
food  to  families  in  crisis. 

3  children/postpartum  women  received  help  through  the  Commodity  Sup- 
plemental Foods  Program,  which  provides  commodity  foods  to  eligible  chil- 
dren up  to  age  six  and  postpartum  women  until  their  infants  reach  one   year 

of  age. 

In  addition  to  these  major  programs,  much  of  our  staff  time  is  devoted 
to  working  with  people  who  come  to  us  seeking  help. 
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During  the  past  year,  we  logged  221  calls  or  visits  from  Deerfield 
residents,  many  of  which  were  crisis  calls  involving  fuel  or  utility  prob- 
lems, the  lack  of  food  or  clothing  or  general  financial  needs.  By  working 
closely  together  with  local  and  state  welfare  administrators,  fuel  and 
utility  companies,  other  human  service  agencies  and  interested  clergy  and 
civic  groups  we  are  able  to  link  those  in  need  with  the  services  available 
to  them.

RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  COUNCIL,  INC.  REPORT 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council,  Inc.  in  our  21st  year  continues  as 
a  certified  home  health  agency  providing  your  town  with  skilled  nursing, 
physical,  occupational  and  speech  therapies,  medical  social  services,  home 
health  aides,  homemakers  and  a  comprehensive  hospice  program.  We  have  a  24 
hour  answering  service  (1-755-2202)  with  a  nurse  available  24  hours  a  day, 
7  days  a  week  with  home  visits  made  as  indicated.  The  staff  has  made  to 
date,  7559  home  visits  with  1485  hours  of  homemaking  within  the  Care  of  the 
Sick  program. 

The  Elderly  Maintenance  Health  program  has  210  patients  enrolled  which 
includes  health  counseling,  blood  pressure  monitoring,  diet  teaching  and 
blood  testing  for  diabetes.  391  patients  have  been  seen  and  161  influenza 
shots  given. 

The  Child  Health  program  is  very  active  with  429  children  enrolled 
from  the  ages  0-6  years.  This  includes  physical  examinations,  immuniza- 
tions, growth  and  development  and  counseling.  In  addition,  781  children 
have  been  seen  at  clinics  with  179  home  visits  made. 

The  Dental  program  provided  cleaning  and  fluoride  treatments  to  193 
children  from  ages  3-6. 

Home   Health   has  become  very  hi-tech  nursing  in  the  field,  and     it 

takes   a  special  type  of  nurse  to  accomplish  this.   The   present  dedicated 

staff   continues   to   provide  excellent  care  to  all  patients   in  the   nine 
towns . 

A  bequest  to  the  Council  may  be  made  to  further  the  general  purpose  of 
RDHC.  In  lieu  of  flowers  a  memorial  donation  may  be  made  in  memory  of  a 
loved  one. 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  has  made  for  Deerfield:  315  skilled 
nursing  visits,  122  therapy  visits,  and  235  home  health  aide. 

There  have  been  9  child  health  home  visits  and  37  child  health  clinic 
visits .

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATIOf]  COMMISSION 

We  are  charged,  under  New  Hampshire  law,  with  "...the  proper  utiliza- 
tion and  protection  of  the  natural  resources  and  the  protection  of  the 
watershed  resources"  of  our  community.  To  meet  these  objectives  we  were 
active  in  the  following  areas: 

TOWN  OWNED  LANDS:  Working  with  the  town's  Forestry  Committee  and  the 
Conservation  Commission,  the  Selectmen  contracted  with  consulting  forester 
Charles  Moreno  to  manage  forestry  work  in  the  Dowst-Cate  Town  Forest. 
Management  goals  include:  long-term  forest  health  and  productivity;  wild- 
life habitat  improvement;  non-vehicular  recreation;  improved  aesthetics; 
preserving  natural  areas,  such  as  a  stand  of  native  rhododendron,  and  wet- 
lands; education;  to  generate  income  by  timber  harvests  for  continued 
improvement  and  management  of  town-owned  lands;  and  to  carry  out  the  wishes 
of  the  donors  of  the  land. 

Timberstand  improvement  began  in  February,  1989.  The  town  applied  for 
and  received  cost-sharing  from  the  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conserva- 
tion Service  to  help  pay  for  a  detailed  management  plan  and  reseeding  the 
yard  and  skid  road.  By  year's  end,  more  than  $1,700  worth  of  cordwood  had 
been  harvested,  with  the  proceeds  coming  to  the  town  for  continued  mainte- 
nance of  town-owned  lands. 

In  April  the  commission  sponsored  a  Town  Forest  Day.  Commission 
members  and  volunteers  laid  out  and  cut  preliminary  trails,  and  the  Garden 
Club  put  in  plantings  at  the  entrance.  More  than  fifty  people  attended  the 
event,  walking  around  the  property  on  a  beautiful  spring  day.  Roger  King 
and  Phil  Auger  (county  forester)  talked  about  the  history  of  the  property; 
John  Kanter,  UNH  wildlife  specialist,  talked  about  wildlife  habitat;  Sarah 
Thorne,  from  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests, 
talked  about  land  protection;  and  members  of  the  commission  and  logger 
Steve  Jeffrey  were  on  hand  to  answer  questions. 

The  Garden  Club  has  arranged  for  Dana  Sampson,  a  teacher  at  UNH ' s 
Thompson  School,  to  work  with  the  commission  to  develop  long-range  land- 
scaping plans  for  the  entrance  to  the  Town  Forest,  emphasizing  the  use  of 
native  plants. 

Conunission  members  met  with  school  board  officials  to  discuss  erosion 
control  and  educational  use  of  the  new  school  site;  the  commission  also 
approved  a  plan  for  the  39th  Construction  Battalion  to  develop  a  recreation 
area  in  the  lower  flood  control  for  the  future,  as  well  as  providing  an 
area  of  scenic  beauty  and  recreational  use  for  future  generations.  These 
efforts  fulfill  the  motto  of  the  Deerfield  Conservation  Commission,  "SERV- 
ING FUTURE  GENERATIONS  OF  DEERFIELD  CITIZENS."  It  is  rare  that:  we  have  the 
opportunity,  at  so  little  cost,  of  doing  so  much  good.

The  Rescue  Squad  has  eleven  members  at  the  present  date.  The  Rescue 
Squad  has  had  an  increase  of  calls  by  71. 6t. 

The  Rescue  Squad  donated  a  backboard  to  the  Deerfield  Veasey  Park 
Associat  ion . 

The  Squad  was'  on  hand  for  various  town  activities  during  the  course  of 
the  year. 

During  the  year  two  rescue  personnel  have  increased  their  level  of 
training  to  EMT-I,  in  which  they  are  trained  in  trauma  assessment,  advanced 
airway  maintenance  with  the  use  of  an  E.O.A.,  and  intravenous  therapy  for 
victims  of  trauma.  Two  rescue  personnel  have  refreshed  their  basic  EMT 
training  as  required  by  the  National  Registry  of  Emergency  Medical  Techni- 
cians and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Emergency  Medical  Services.  All 
personnel  have  taken  various  continuing  education  courses  to  enhance  their 
skills .

The  commission  extends 
its  thanks  to  the  many  folks  who  have  done  such  a  wonderful  job  and  we  look 
forward  to  the  cemeteries  continuing  to  show  to  the  world  the  care  and 
commitment  of  the  people  in  this  town. 

Fred  Dodge  retired  from  the  commission  in  early  1989  and  we  all  owe 
Fred  a  great  deal  of  thanks  for  many  years  of  effort  and  expertise.  Warren 
Guinan  comes  to  the  Board  in  December  and  we  welcome  him. 

New  gates  have  been  placed  at  the  entrance  to  the  Morrison  Cemetery  in 
order  to  help  avoid  after  hours  activity  as  noted  by  the  Police  Department. 
Half  the  road  in  the  Morrison  Cemetery  has  been  shimmed  and  repaved  with 
the  remainder  scheduled  for  1990. 

We  continue  to  try  to  upgrade  the  backland  at  the  Old  Center  Cemetery, 
and  some  walls  and  stones  are  in  need  of  repair.

REFERENDUM 

SHALL  THE  MUNICIPAL  CHARTER  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  DEERFIELD  BE 
AMENDED  TO  INCLUDE  THE  FOLLOWING  LIMITS  ON  BUDGET  INCREASES. 

The  Municipal  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Deerfield  is  hereby 
amended  to  include  the  following  article: 

LIMITATIONS  ON  BUDGET  INCREASES 

1.  The  SCHOOL  BOARD  shall  insure  that  each  annual  school 
district  budget  proposal  and/or  adoption  be  limited  to  an 
increase  of  four  percent  (4%)  or  that  factor  equal  to  the 
change  in  the  Cost  of  Living  index  as  published  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Labor  for  the  calendar  year  immediately 
preceding  said  budget  proposal  and/or  adoption,  whichever  is 
the  lesser  amount,  based  on  the  adopted  budget  of  the  fiscal 
year  immediately  preceding. 

2.  (A)  This  limitation  can  be  suspended  only  by  submission 
by  the  SCHOOL  BOARD  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  to  the  annual 
school  district  meeting  or  special  school  district  meeting 
properly  convened,  a  clear  and  convincing  show  of  real  and 
imminent  need,  which  shall  be  ratified  by  a  two-thirds  secret 
ballot  at  said  meeting. 

(B)  Such  recourse  shall  be  available  only  once  each 
fiscal  year,  and  any  suspension  shall  be  effective  only  for 
that  fiscal  year  and  no  other. 

(C)  Any  such  request  for  suspension  of  the  limitation 
of  the  budget  Increase  shall  be  included  in  the  warrant  for 
School  District  Meeting  Issued  by  the  School  Board  and  the 
nature  of  the  need  shall  be  sufficiently  described  to 
reasonably  apprise  the  members  of  the  School  District  Meeting 
of  its  necessity. 
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28.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting.

Even  though  this  report  has  traditionally  been  an  update  of  the  past 
year,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  review  our  growth  over  the 
past  decade. 

The  most  important  ingredient  for  an  effective  school  is  the  quality 
of  the  teaching  staff.  Through  the  eighties  Deerfield  has  been  able  to 
assemble  a  staff  that  is  truly  outstanding.  This  has  been  reconfirmed  on 
numerous  occasions  by  the  students,  parents,  fellow  educators,  local  col- 
leges and  universities.  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education  and  the 
thousands  of  visitors  who  have  observed  our  classrooms. 

The  quality  of  instruction  has  improved  the  student  achievement.  Each 
year  the  students  have  become  better  prepared  to  meet  the  challenges  of  a 
rapidly  changing  society.  As  a  community  we  could  not  feel  more  proud  of  a 
class  of  students  than  we  feel  toward  the  Deerfield's  1989  graduates.

The  relationship  between  the  school  and  the  community  has  become  a 
model  nationwide.  Through  the  past  ten  years,  Deerfield  has  established 
the  Communicator,  a  monthly  newsletter  for  all  of  Deerfield's  citizens;  an 
active  volunteer  program,  which  attracts  over  two  hundred  volunteers  a 
year;  two  on-going  organizations  in  order  to  improve  communication,  FOCUS 
and  P.A.C.;  and  a  variety  of  activities  which  unite  the  community  with  the 
school,  such  as  Million  Minutes,  Ten  Thousand  Books,  Tricky  Tray,  and  this 
past  spring  the  first  annual  Fun  Fair.  When  I  am  asked  how  to  establish 
these  types  of  on-going  programs  in  other  communities,  I  simply  state, 
"find  a  Suzie  Sherburne,"  I  do  realize  though  that  she  is  one  of  a  kind, 
and  fortunately  she  lives  in  Deerfield. 

The  George  B.  White  School  was  put  to  its  limits.  The  student  enroll- 
ment grew  from  two  hundred  and  seventy  to  four  hundred  and  twenty-five.  In 
addition,  there  were  many  program  changes  that  required  alterations  to  the 
facility.  The  citizens  of  Deerfield  met  the  challenges  by  building  the 
Deerfield  Community  School.  This  facility  will  take  us  well  into  the 
twenty-first  century. 

Two  individuals  that  contributed  greatly  to  our  success  but  will  not 
continue  in  their  positions  in  the  nineties  are  Judy  Bush  and  Nancy  Ladd . 
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Judy  has  served  on  the  school  board  for  the  past  fourteen  years.  It 
probably  has  to  be  one  of  the  most  thankless  jobs.  You  never  hear  from 
people  for  all  the  countless  hours  and  the  thousands  of  correct  decisions 
you  make,  however,  make  one  mistake  and  you  are  open  to  an  avalanche  of 
ridicule.  I,  for  one,  would  like  to  thank  Judy  Bush  for  having  the  courage 
and  conviction  to  make  a  tremendously  positive  difference  for  the  children 
of  Deerfield.   She  will  be  sorely  missed. 

I  have  had  the  opportunity  to  observe  Nancy  as  a  teacher  through  the 
eighties.  She  is  one  of  the  most  nurturing,  caring  teachers.  I  am  sure 
Nancy  realized  how  much  she  was  appreciated  and  loved  by  the  actions  of  the 
students,  staff  and  parents  at  last  year's  graduation. 

I  would  like  to  end  this  year's  report  as  I  ended  last  year,  because  I 
feel  I  am  even  more  convinced  of  its  validity. 

It  is  very  evident,  over  the  past  ten  years,  that  the  Deerfield  Commu- 
nity School  has  become  one  of  the  finest  schools  in  New  England.  I  feel 
very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  be  part  of  the  transformation.  However,  the 
lion's  share  of  the  credit  for  the  school's  success  belongs  to  the  high 
caliber  of  teachers;  truly  dedicated  and  conscientious  school  board  mem- 
bers, Judy  Bush,  George  Humphrey  and  Tom  Foulkes;  an  extremely  competent 
support  staff  under  the  supervision  of  Meg  Finan,  Bill  Fowler  and  Jan 
Szelest;  very  supportive  parents  and  citizens  whose  efforts  are  coordinated 
by  Suzie  Sherburne  and  Debby  Kelley;  and  a  student  body  we  can  all  be  proud 
of.  All  the  ingredients  are  now  in  place  for  Deerfield  to  be  able  to 
continue  in  the  future  to  be  a  model  of  excellence  in  education.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

The  past  year  has  been  an  eventful  one  for  those  associated  with  the 
Deerfield  School  District.  It  has  proven  an  especially  busy  time,  filled 
with  tasks,  decisions,  and  issues  which  have  been  rewarding  but,  on  occa- 
sion, frustrating  as  well. 

Construction  of  the  new  Deerfield  Community  School  has  proven  an 
overriding  task  for  many  in  the  community.  During  1989,  the  district's 
school  building  project  progressed  from  initial  site  preparation  and  fram- 
ing of  the  structure  to  a  nearly  complete  facility.  As  of  this  writing, 
floor  and  ceiling  finishes,  lighting,  kitchen  equipment,  and  other  items 
are  being  delivered  and  installed  and  instructional  materials  are  being 
readied  for  the  entry  of  students.  Some  final  sitework  tasks  have  been 
delayed  until  spring  due  to  the  onset  of  winter  weather.  Despite  delays  in 
the  established  completion  schedule  and  differences  over  interpretation  and 
management  of  the  design=build  process,  the  facility  is  one  in  which  the 
community  can  take  justifiable  pride.  It  will  certainly  serve  the  needs  of 
the  town's  school  children  and  adult  citizens  for  many  years  to  come.  The 
School  Board's  decision  to  name  your  new  facility  the  Deerfield  Community 
School  reinforces  the  philosophy  and  intent  which  has  always  been  the  basis 
of  its  efforts  on  the  town's  behalf. 

Aa  many  of  you  are  aware,  ceiling  tiles  in  the  George  D.  White  School 
were  found  to  contain  friable  asbestos.  At  the  1988  School  District  Meet- 
ing, voters  authorized  the  School  Board  to  remove  the  asbestos  if  it  ex- 
ceeded state  or  federal  guidelines.   Following  extensive  testing,  consulta- 
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tion  with  state  officials  and  reaffirmation  of  citizen  support  for  an 
abatement  effort  at  the  1989  District  Meeting,  the  School  Board  contracted 
with  Hal l-Kimbrell ,  a  national  asbestos  management  firm,  to  oversee  the 
project.  All  tiles  which  contained  asbestos  were  removed  during  the  summer 
vacation  period.  The  School  was  then  thoroughly  cleaned  with  specialized 
equipment  and  asbestos  retesting  verified  that  the  building  complies  with 
current  standards  established  by  both  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Growth  of  our  student  population  and  that  of  neighboring  communities 
has  put  in  question  Deerfield  students'  future  acceptance  at  some  high 
schools  they  currently  attend.  This  has  prompted  the  district  to  begin 
exploration  of  a  more  consolidated  and  stable  high  school  placement  for  its 
grade  nine  to  twelve  pupils.  The  objective  of  this  study  is  to  seek  a  long 
term,  exclusive  alliance  with  another  district  whose  goals  and  expectations 
for  its  young  people  provide  a  positive  philosophical  and  programmatical 
match  to  Deerfield's.  I'm  sure  that  this  is  an  issue  which  you  will  hear 
more  about  in  the  future. 

Aa  in  years  past,  the  Deerfield  District  and  S.A.U.  #53  have  secured 
funds  and  specialized  training  to  supplement  the  educational  program 
through  successful  submission  of  grant  proposals.  The  district  is  current- 
ly in  its  second  year  of  participation  in  the  New  Hampshire  Assessment 
Project  which  provides  in-service  training  for  staff  members  in  assessing 
and  profiling  literacy  attainment.  We  have  also  continued  participation 
for  a  second  year  in  the  Governor's  Initiative  Program  which  provided 
hardware,  software,  and  training  to  promote  computer  literacy  among  teach- 
ers as  well  as  computer  aided  instruction  in  classrooms.  Two  Math/Science 
grants  are  providing  support  for  curriculum  study  and  the  establishment  of 
an  environmental  education  area.  Grants  promoting  wellness,  effective 
parenting,  skills  and  substance  abuse  awareness  programs  as  well  as  a  study 
of  the  S.A.U. 's  at-risk  students  were  also  received.  Chapter  I  services, 
which  are  provided  in  each  district  through  a  consolidated  entitlement 
grant  administered  at  the  S.A.U.  level,  fund  three  tutors  to  help  children 
experiencing  difficulties  in  mastering  basic  skills.  One  of  these  tutors 
works  exclusively  with  entry-level  students  to  promote  success  in  reading. 

While  all  curricular  areas  are  informally  reviewed  annually,  Deerfield 
teachers  regularly  participate  in  more  formal  studies  of  major  disciplines 
based  on  established  cyclical  plans  and  direction  established  in  annual 
school  board  goals.  During  1989,  teachers  and  administrators  conducted  a 
pilot  process  to  assess  the  redesigned  spelling  program  and  began  an  inten- 
sive review  of  the  math  curriculum.  A  philosophy  based  on  research  con- 
ducted by  the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics  was  established 
and  extensive  in-service  opportunities  were  made  available  to  the  staff. 
Findings  are  now  being  consolidated  into  a  format  for  future  plotting  and 
revision.  Emphasis  has  also  been  placed  on  the  important  tasks  of  inte- 
grating subject  matter  so  that  students  see  knowledge  as  an  interconnected 
whole  and  on  further  enhancing  the  new  entry  level  primary  configuration. 

Students  have  continued  to  achieve  well  on  both  the  California  and 
Stanford  Achievement  Tests,  generally  reaching  or  exceeding  both  national 
and  state  average  scores  and  in  many  cases  bettering  established  anticipat- 
ed level s .

Clark  for  preparing  the  hall  and  to  Jeff  Hoffman  for  the  sound  system. 

The  Moderator  led  the  salute  to  the  Flag. 

Moderator  Hutchinson  offered  thanks  and  praise  to  the  members  of  the 
School  Building  Committee  and  the  Municipal  Budget  Committee  for  their  long 
hard  work  and  dedication  to  the  education  of  the  children  of  Deerfield. 

The  March  14,  1989  School  District  Election  results  were  read  by  the 
Moderator . 

The  rules  of  order  and  deportment  were  read;  Robert's  Rules  as  modi- 
fied; and  State  of  New  Hampshire  procedures. 

The  Moderator  read  a  brief  history  and  some  points  of  historical 
interest  about  the  Deerfield  Town  Hall,  which  was  much  appreciated  and 
enjoyed . 

Members  of  the  School  Board  passed  out  extra  copies  of  the  warrant  and 
budget  to  those  who  had  none. 

Two   fact   sheets  were  available  to  the  Meeting,  one  a  report   of   the 

School   Building   Committee  on  progress  at  the  new  school  and  the   other   a 

fact  sheet  describing  the  impact  of  potential  budget  cuts  on  the  education- 
al process. 

ARTICLE  1:  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Win  Hutchinson  gave  the  report  of  the  School  Building  Committee.  Mr. 
Hutchinson  took  questions  and  explained  the  handout.  There  was  no  further 
business  under  Article  1. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  accept  gifts  and  donations  from  any  source  on  behalf  of  the  dis- 
trict . 

Moved  by  George  Humphrey,  seconded  by  Nancy  Ladd  as  written.  The 
motion  was  carried  by  a  voice  vote  after  discussion. 

ARTICLE  3,  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  accept  and  expend  on  behalf  of  the  District  a  sum  of  money  not   to 
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exceed  $40,010.00  to  be  obtained  from  the  federal  government  or  other 
sources  that  may  make  such  funds  available  to  the  district;  such  funds  to 
be  used  for  the  following  areas; 

Federal  Nutrition  Program  $36,510.00 

Block  Grant  3, 500.00 

$40,000.00 
Provided  that  the  School  District  will  not  thereby  be  required  to  raise  any 
money   by  local  taxation  in  this  or  subsequent  years  as  the  result  of   such 
expenditure  of  $40,010.00.   (Budget  Committee  Recommends  Approval) 

Moved  by  George  Humphrey,  seconded  by  Warren  Guinan  as  written.  The 
motion  was  carried  by  a  voice  vote  without  discussion, 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  apply  for,  accept,  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the 
School  District  Meeting,  money  from  the  state,  including  N.H.  sweepstakes 
surplus,  federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which 
becomes  available  during  the  1989-90  fiscal  school  year,  provided  that  such 
expenditure  be  made  for  purposes  for  which  a  school  district  may  appropri- 
ate money  and  that  such  expenditures  not  require  the  expenditure  of  other 
school  district  funds.  Further,  that  the  school  board  hold  a  public  hear- 
ing prior  to  accepting  and  spending  such  money  and  have  the  approval  of  the 
municipal  budget  committee. 

Moved  by  George  Humphrey,  seconded  by  Alvin  Upper.  There  was  some 
discussion  about  the  use  of  a  grant  to  purchase  computers  at  the  school  and 
about  who  was  allowed  to  use  them  and  for  what  purposes.  Martha  Humphrey 
moved  to  close  debate,  seconded  by  Don  Smith.  The  motion  carried  by  a 
count  of  hands.   Article  4  was  passed  by  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative. 

At  this  point  in  the  meeting,  Joe  Stone  moved  and  Win  Hutchinson 
seconded  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  article  10  be  taken  up  out  of 
order  due  to  its  bearing  on  the  main  budget  article.  This  was  approved  by 
a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  10.  By  petition,  to  see  if  the  District  will  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing article:  Due  to  the  conflicting  asbestos  air  sample  reports  taken  at 
the  George  B.  White  School,  be  it  resolved  that  the  Deerfield  School  Dis- 
trict authorize  their  School  Board  not  to  remove  the  asbestos  material  from 
the  George  B.  White  School.  Furthermore  all  unexpended  monies  appropriated 
for  asbestos  removal  in  the  current  year  budget  be  returned  to  the  general 
fund . 

Moved  by  Joe  Stone  and  seconded  by  Bill  Deshaneau.  There  was  much 
discussion.  Mr.  Brook  Dupee,  a  State  expert  on  health  risks,  was  asked  by 
the  School  Board  to  speak  on  the  issue  and  did  so.  Jack  Sullivan  moved  to 
close  debate.  Debbie  Kelly  seconded.  The  motion  carried  by  a  show  of 
hands.   Article  10  failed  by  a  voice  vote. 

The  Moderator  declared  a  five  minute  recess. 

The  meeting  was  recalled  to  order  and  the  Moderator  called  on  Mr. 
Humphrey  to  make  two  presentations. 

The  two  recipients  of  the  annual  School  District  award  to  citizens  for 
service  to  students,  school  and  community  were  presented  to  Audrey  Barnes 
and  Jon  Winslow.  Mrs.  Barnes  and  Mr.  Winslow  received  their  awards  to 
general  acclaim. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $190,000.00  to  pay  the  coat  of  completion  of  site  and  utilities  prepara- 
tion associated  with  the  new  Deerfield  elementary  school.   (Budget   Commit- 
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tee  recommends  approval) 

George  Humphrey  moved  the  article  as  written,  seconded  by  Nancy  Ladd . 
Mr.  Foulkes  spoke  to  the  article  and  explained  the  need  for  the  extra 
money.  There  was  much  discussion.  Larry  Lassins  moved  to  close  debate, 
Nancy  Ladd  seconded.  The  motion  carried  by  a  voice  vote.  A  motion  was 
made  to  table  Article  5  for  procedure  and  seconded,  this  was  carried  by  a 
voice  vote.  Bud  Rollins  made  a  motion  to  adjourn  to  Saturday,  March  25, 
1989  and  10:00  A.M.  in  the  Town  Hall  due  to  the  late  hour.  This  was  sec- 
onded by  Win  Hutchinson  and  carried  by  a  voice  vote.  The  Moderator  asked 
for  a  motion  to  adjourn  after  voting  on  Article  5.  Jim  County  made  the 
motion  and  it  was  seconded  by  Harriet  Cady.  This  was  carried  by  a  voice 
vote.  A  petition  was  filed  to  require  a  secret  ballot  on  Article  5.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  take  Article  5  off  the  table.  This  was 
carried  by  a  voice  vote.  The  Moderator  allowed  that  Article  5  would  be 
voted  on  in  secret  and  that  the  Meeting  would  adjourn  after  the  ballot  to 
the  time  and  place  previously  stated.  A  recess  was  declared  to  prepare  the 
ballot.  The  balloting  began  and  continued  for  the  next  hour.  The  ballot 
was  concluded  and  the  votes  were  counted.  The  results  of  the  vote  on 
Article  5  was  184  to  adopt  and  129  to  reject.  Article  5  was  adopted  and 
the  Meeting  adjourned  at  approximately  11:30  P.M. 

ON  MARCH  16,  1989:  Paula  McCoy,  the  unsuccessful  candidate  for  School 
Board,  presented  an  appropriate  request  and  the  fee  of  $10.00  to  the  Dis- 
trict Clerk  for  the  purpose  of  a  recount  of  the  District  Election.  The 
Moderator  ordered  a  recount  of  the  official  ballot  to  be  held  March  23, 
1989  at  7:00  P.M.  at  the  George  B.  White  School.  The  results  are  appended 
to  these  minutes. 

THE  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING  WAS  RECALLED  TO  ORDER  AT  10:00  A.M.  MARCH

The  Moderator  led  the  salute  to  the  Flag,  made  introductions  of  the 
platform  and  continued  with  pleasing  anecdotes  about  the  Town  Hall  and 
School  Building  process. 

The  clerk  read  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  Minutes  of  the  first  part  of 
the  School  District  Meeting  of  March  17,  1989. 

The  resolution  of  the  vote  on  Article  V  was  declared  passed  by  ballot 
vote . 

Don  Gorman  and  Kerry  Woods  seconded  a  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  on 
Article  5  for  the  purpose  of  sealing  the  vote. 

The  Moderator  read  the  rules  of  reconsideration. 

Joe  Stone  moved  to  close  debate,  seconded  by  Don  Gorman.  This  carried 
by  a  show  of  hands.  The  main  motion  for  reconsideration  failed  and  Article 
5  stands  as  passed. 

ARTICLE  6:  By  petition,  to  see  if  the  District  will  adopt  the  follow- 
ing article:  That  the  Deerfield  School  Board  shall  post  legal  notices  of 
all  meetings  of  boards,  committee,  and  subcommittees  thereof  at  the  follow- 
ing public  places:  the  Town  Hall,  the  George  B,  White  school,  the  post 
office,  the  library  and  any  other  place  they  so  deem.

The  article  was 
amended  to  strike  the  original  reference  to  the  Town  of  Deerfield.  Mel 
Cameron  moved  and  Cheryl  Chartier  seconded  to  close  debate.  This  was 
carried  by  a  voice  vote.   Article  6  was  carried  as  amended  by  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  7:  By  petition,  to  see  if  the  District  will  adopt  the  follow- 
ing  article:    We  the  undersigned  ask  the  voters  to  set   a   $1,000.00   bid 
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procedure  in  the  Town  of  Deerfield  and  the  Deerfield  School  District,  This 
means  that  no  item  for  work  or  for  the  procurement  of  materials  or  services 
will  be  ordered  without  first  obtaining  bids  by  advertisement  in  the  news- 
paper of  largest  circulation  in  the  Town  of  Deerfield.  The  newspaper  to  be 
a  commercial  paper  and  not  a  publication  such  as  the  Communicator, 

Moved  by  Harriet  Cady  and  seconded  by  John  Pfeiffer  as  printed. 
Harriet  Cady  moved  to  amend  the  dollar  amount  to  $5,000.00  and  this  was 
seconded  by  John  Pfeiffer.  School  District  counsel  suggested  problems  with 
the  Article  as  written.  Fred  McGarry  moved  and  Joan  Bilodeau  seconded  to 
close  debate.  This  carried  by  a  voice  vote.  The  vote  to  accept  the  sub- 
stitute article  (appended)  failed  153  to  83.  Article  7  was  taken  up  as 
printed.  Harriet  Cady  moved  and  John  Pfeiffer  seconded  an  amendment  to 
strike  the  application  to  the  Town  of  Deerfield.  Sigrid  Marble  moved  to 
close  debate,  seconded  by  Debbie  Clark,  This  motion  carried  by  a  voice 
vote.  The  amendment  was  called  and  failed  by  a  voice  vote.  Article  8  was 
ruled  out  of  order  and  a  recess  was  called  at  11:20  A.M. 

Kay  Williams  was  given  permission  to  speak  for  the  Solid  Waste  Commit- 
tee and  urge  the  residents  to  begin  recycling. 

The  Meeting  was  recalled  to  order  at  11:35  A.M. 

Article  8:  By  petition,  to  see  if  the  District  will  adopt  the  follow- 
ing article:  We  the  undersigned  registered  voters  in  the  Town  of  Deerfield 
request  the  Deerfield  School  District  to  have  all  financial  records  audited 
by  an  independent  accounting  firm  yearly. 

Phil  Bilodeau  moved  and  Waddy  Winslow  seconded  to  suspend  the  rules 
and  take  up  Article  11,  the  main  budget  article,  out  of  order.  This  was 
carried  by  a  voice  vote.  Article  7  was  taken  up  after  the  ballot  on  Arti- 
cle 11. 

ARTICLE  11:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and 
benefits  for  school  district  officials  and  agents  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 

Moved  by  James  Degnan  and  seconded  by  George  Humphrey  at 
$2,982,895.00.  Mr.  Degnan  states  the  MBC  approves  the  budget  in  this 
amount.  Mr.  Degnan  revised  his  motion  to  $3,259,051.00.  This  was  allowed 
to  be  the  correct  figure,  Karen  Fowler  made  a  motion  to  approve  the  bottom 
line  as  moved.  This  was  ruled  out  of  order,  Karen  Fowler  moved  to  chal- 
lenge the  chair.  This  was  seconded  by  Bernie  Cameron.  The  chair  was 
sustained  by  a  voice  vote.  Kerry  Woods  with  a  second  from  Bruce  Langlois 
moved  to  amend  the  1100  account  and  cut  $100,000.00.  Joe  Dubiansky  moved 
and  Bob  Berger  seconded  to  close  debate  on  this  section.  This  carried  by  a 
show  of  hands.  The  amendment  was  called  and  failed  by  a  voice  vote.  Win 
Hutchinson  and  Debbie  Clark  moved  and  seconded  to  cut  $20,000.00  from 
teachers  salaries,  Joe  Dubiansky  and  George  Keech  moved  and  seconded  to 
stop  debate  after  the  prior  amendment  failed.  The  motion  to  stop  debate 
carried.  Bob  Ashforth  moved  the  1100  account  of  $1,347,037.00,  this  was 
seconded  by  Phil  Bilodeau  and  carried  by  a  voice  vote.  A  motion  to  elimi- 
nate the  money  in  the  1400  account  failed.  A  recess  was  declared.  The 
meeting  was  recalled  to  order.  A  motion  to  eliminate  money  from  the  2190 
account  was  made  and  seconded.  This  motion  failed.  Fred  McGarry  moved  and 
Bob  Berger  seconded  to  move  the  bottom  line  as  before.  This  passed  by  a 
voice  vote.  Ralph  Sullivan  moved  to  cut  5*  from  the  bottom  line,  seconded 
by  Bruce  Langlois.  Jon  Winslow  moved  and  Bob  Berger  seconded  to  close 
debate  on  the  amendment.  This  carried.  The  amendment  failed,  Phil  Bilo- 
deau moved  and  Dana  Chase  seconded  to  close  debate  on  the  article.  This 
carried,  James  Degnan  moved  the  bottom  line  again  at  $3,259,061,00.  The 
figure  carried.  A  petition  was  accepted  for  a  secret  ballot  on  Article  11. 
The   Moderator   approved  the  secret  ballot.   The  ballot  was   held   and   the 
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meeting  was  recalled  to  order  at  2:58  P.M.  The  results  were  announced  and 
Article  11  in  the  amount  before  stated  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  151  to  52. 
Emily  Moore  moved  and  Jeff  Shute  seconded  to  reconsider  the  ballot  on 
Article  11  for  the  purpose  of  sealing  the  vote.  The  motion  for  reconsider- 
ation failed  by  a  voice  vote.

The  advisory  language  was  adopted  by  a  voice  vote.  Harriet  Cady  moved  to 
close  debate,  seconded  by  Ralph  Sullivan.  Article  8  was  adopted  as  amend- 
ed. 

Article  9;  By  petition,  to  see  if  the  District  will  adopt  the  follow- 
ing Article:  Now  come  the  undersigned,  being  at  least  25  residents  and 
voters  and  taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Deerfield,  County  of  Rockingham  and 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  petition  the  Town  of  Deerfield  to  insert  the 
following,  A  warrant  article,  for  the  regular  School  District  Meeting  of 
1989.  Whereas  we,  the  concerned  residents,  voters  and  taxpayers  of  the 
Town  of  Deerfield,  NH;  feel  that  the  taxes  of  said  town  have  become  unrea- 
sonable and  excessive,  the  undersigned  hereby  advise  the  School  Board  to 
adopt  a  spending  limit  not  to  exceed  the  National  cost  of  living  index 
policy,  also  referred  to  as  the  consumer  price  index.  It  was  4.4*  this 
year  and  is  expected  to  continue  at  this  amount.  The  spending  limit,  in 
accordance  with  the  cost  of  living  index,  is  to  be  applied  to  all  depart- 
ments of  the  school.  If  this  warrant  article  is  adopted,  the  spending  and 
tax  limit  may  be  overridden  by  a  two  thirds  majority  of  the  voters  at  a 
School  Meeting, 

Article  9  was  ruled  out  of  order  as  printed.  The  language  was  revised 
to  make  it  advisory.  Ralph  Sullivan  moved  and  George  Keech  seconded  the 
article  as  revised.  Debbie  Clark  and  Evelyn  Cronyn  moved  and  seconded  to 
close  debate.  The  motion  to  close  debate  carried  by  a  show  of  hands.  The 
main  motion  failed  by  100  to  73.   ARTICLE  9   was  rejected. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  choose  agents  and  committees  in  relation  to  any  sub- 
jects embraced  in  the  District, 

George  Humphrey  moved  to  withdraw  the  article  as  unnecessary. 

Don  Gorman  moved  and  Paula  McCoy  seconded  a  resolution  (appended)  to 
have  the  School  Board  appoint  a  committee  to  study  the  impact  of  the  cost 
of  school  programs  on  the  tax  rate,  especially  as  applied  to  the  elderly, 
and  report  the  results  to  the  1990  School  District  Meeting.  Joe  Dubiansky 
and  Joan  Bilodeau  moved  and  seconded  to  close  debate.  The  motion  carried. 
The  main  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting. 

Bernie  Cameron  and  John  Brinkler  moved  an  advisory  motion  to  the 
legislative  representatives  (appended)  to  appeal  for  a  broad-based  tax  in 
the  state.  Jon  Winslow  and  Stig  Jorgenaen  moved  to  close  debate,  the 
motion  to  close  debate  carried.  The  advisory  motion  failed  by  a  voice 
vote . 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Granger  and  Mrs.  Cronyn  that 
School   District  Meeting  be  held  on  the  Saturday  following  Town  Meeting   at 
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10:00  A.M.   This  was  amended  to  9:00  A.M.  and  carried.  (Appended) 

Joe  Brown  at  this  point  introduced  a  welcome  resolution  (appended) 
thanking  and  encouraging  the  elected  and  appointed  officials  of  the  School 
District  and  asking  for  trust  and  harmony  in  the  process  of  working  for  the 
common  good.   This  was  supported  by  general  applause  and  recorded. 

Harriet  Cady  questioned  the  School  Board  about  the  disposition  of  the 
George  B.  White  School  and  was  told  by  Mrs.  Bush  that  a  committee  was 
forming  to  tackle  this  issue. 

Ed  Mahoney  moved  and  Jim  D'Alessio  seconded  that  the  meeting  adjourn. 

The  1989  School  District  Meeting  adjourned  at  4:00  P.M.

Committee  Member  for  three  years;  Jeanette  Winslow,  Trustee  of  the  Phil- 
brick  Jamds  Library  for  three  years;  Edward  F.  Mahoney,  Municipal  Budget 
Committee  Member  for  three  years;  and  Stig  Jorgenson,  Municipal  Budget 
Committee  Member  (appointed)  for  one  year,  came  forward,  took  Oath  of 
Office  in  open  meeting,  and  were  sworn  in  by  Moderator,  James  A.  Mclntyre.

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  that  Article  1  be  adopt- 
ed as  read.  Seconded  by  Warren  Guinan.  There  being  little  discussion  the 
Moderator  called  for  the  vote.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and 
so  declared.   The  motion  carries. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $76,628.33  for  the  purpose  of  performing  highway  improvements  deter- 
mined to  be  necessary  by  the  Planning  Board  as  conditions  of  approval  of

There  being  little  discussion 
the  Moderator  called  for  the  vote.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative 
and  so  declared.   The  motion  carries. 

The  Moderator  entertained  a  motion  placed  on  the  floor  by  James  Alex- 
ander, Chairman  of  the  Board,  to  suspend  the  rules  and  take  up  Article  25 
out  of  Order.  The  reason  being  that  it  is  a  monies  Article  and  should  be 
placed  before  the  Budget. 
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The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  Suspend  the  Rules  and  take  up 
Article  25  at  this  time.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so 
declared . 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $168,000  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  the  Nichols  Brook  Bridge  and 
to  authori2e  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  the  sum  of  $78,923,95  plus  any- 
accumulated  interest  from  the  Bridge  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  The  balance  to 
be  raised  by  taxes. 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  that  Article  25  be 
adopted  as  read.  Seconded  by  Alvin  Upper.  Discussion  followed  relating  to 
the  cost  and  how  the  cost  was  arrived  at.  Chairman  of  the  Municipal  Budget 
Committee,  James  Degnan,  stated  the  Budget  Committee's  feelings  that  it  was 
a  small  price  to  pay  considering  the  liability.  Then  followed  discussion 
on  the  safety  of  the  Bridge.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  Article 
25  as  previously  read.  The  voice  vote  being  unclear  the  Moderator  then 
asked  for  a  show  of  hands.  The  result  of  the  hand  vote  was  YES  90  NO  139. 
It  is  a  vote  in  the  negative  and  was  so  declared.  The  motion  does  not 
carry. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$15,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  police  cruiser,  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  withdraw  the  sum  of  $15,000  from  the  Police/Fire  Equipment 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.   Approved  by  Budget  Committee. 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  that  Article  3  be  adopt- 
ed as  read.  Seconded  by  Dolores  Wyman.  Discussion  was  on  whether  or  not 
the  Police  Department  had  ever  looked  into  a  four  wheel  drive  vehicle. 
Chief  Harbison  indicated  that  he  had  and  received  a  bid  of  $19,202. 

Paula  McCoy  moved  to  amend  Article  3  to  $19,202.  Seconded  by  Richard 
Mailhot.  After  discussion  of  the  pros  and  cons  of  a  four  wheel  drive 
vehicle,  Debra  Clark  placed  a  motion  on  the  floor  to  move  the  question. 
Seconded  by  Bruce  Gamsby.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close  debate 
and  move  the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so 
declared.  The  Moderator  then  called  for  a  vote  on  the  Amendment.  It  was  a 
voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  Article  3  is  now  amended  to 
read  $19,202.   Back  to  the  main  motion. 

After  general  discussion,  which  determined  that  the  money  was  in  the 
Capital  Reserve  account,  the  Moderator  called  for  the  Vote  on  Article  3  as 
amended.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The 
motion  carries. 

The  Moderator  called  a  five  minute  Recess  at  10:55  AM. 
The  Moderator  called  the  Meeting  to  order  at  11:00  AM. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  re-open  the  Peter  Moore 
Road  which  was  discontinued  in  1926.  The  road  runs  from  Deerfield  South 
Road  to  the  Currier  Road  in  Candia.   By  Petition. 

The  Moderator  asked  for  a  ruling  from  Town  Counsel,  David  Connell,  as 
to  the  legality  of  this  Article.  Town  Counsel  stated  that  it  was  not  legal 
as  written.  That  the  road  had  been  discontinued  in  1926  and  had  reverted 
back  to  private  property,  therefore,  it  would  have  to  be  offered  by  all 
owners.  James  Alexander  said  that  not  all  owners/abutters  signed  the 
petition.  The  Moderator  declared,  that  since  only  one  abutter's  signature 
was  needed  to  make  it  a  legal  article,  he  would  entertain  a  motion. 

Petitioner,  Rhonda  Morrison,  moved  that  Article  4  be  adopted  as  read. 
Seconded  by  Harriet  Cady.  Rhonda  Morrison  then  moved  to  amend  Article  4  to 
add  the  words  "provided  all  abutters /owners  offer  this  road  to  the  Town". 
Seconded  by  William  Sanborn,  There  was  lengthy  discussion  on  how  this 
would   be  accomplished.   Michael  Black  made  a  motion  to  move  the   question. 
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Seconded  by  Irene  Shores.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close  debate 
and  move  the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so 
declared.  The  Moderator  then  called  for  a  vote  on  the  Amendment.  It  was  a 
voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  Article  4  now  adds  the 
words  "provided  all  abutters /owners  offer  this  road  to  the  Town",  Back  to 
the  main  motion.  Kerry  Woods  moved  to  amend  Article  4  to  add  the  words 
"and  bring  the  road  up  to  Town  standards  before  it  is  accepted".  Seconded 
by  Richard  Granger.  Lengthy  discussion  followed  as  to  the  cost  of  fixing 
and  maintaining  the  road.  Bruce  Gamsby  made  a  motion  to  move  the  question. 
Seconded  by  Gus  Csuka.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close  debate  and 
move  the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared. 
The  Moderator  then  called  for  a  vote  on  the  Amendment.  It  was  a  voice  vote 
in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  Article  4  now  reads  "To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  re-open  the  Peter  Moore  Road  which  was  discontinued  in 
1926  provided  all  abutters /owners  offer  this  road  to  the  Town  and  bring  the 
road  up  to  Town  standards  before  it  is  accepted.  The  road  runs  from  Deer- 
field  South  Road  to  the  Currier  Road  in  Candia".  Back  to  the  main  motion. 
Again,  there  was  lengthy  discussion  covering  every  aspect  of  opening  this 
road.  Bruce  Gamsby  made  a  motion  to  move  the  question.  Seconded  by  Irene 
Shores.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close  debate  and  move  the 
question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  Donald 
Gorman  then  placed  a  motion  on  the  floor  to  Table  Article  4.  Seconded  by 
William  Hall.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  the  motion  to  Table 
Article  4.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  Arti- 
cle 4  is  Tabled. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  following:  Whereas  Ray- 
mond Real  Estate,  Inc.  has  constructed  and  paved  Oak  Drive  and  Maple  Ave- 
nue; and  Whereas  these  roads  meet  all  Town  standards;  and  Whereas  Raymond 
Real  Estate,  Inc.  has  also  paid  substantial  sums  of  money  for  offsite 
improvements  to  Town  roads;  and  Whereas  it  is  only  fair  and  equitable  for 
the  residents  on  the  roads  to  have  their  roads  paved  and  maintained;  Now 
therefore  be  it  resolved  to  accept  Oak  Drive  and  Maple  Avenue  as  Town 
roads.   By  Petition. 

Petitioner,  Steve  Miller,  moved  that  Article  5  be  adopted  as  read. 
Seconded  by  Harriet  Cady.  Discussion  followed  as  to  whether  the  road  met 
Town  standards.  Former  Building  Inspector,  Richard  Mailhot,  moved  to  amend 
Article  5  to  add  at  the  end  "upon  written  acceptance  of  the  roads  by  the 
Deerfield  Planning  Board  regarding  their  construction".  Seconded  by  Allen 
Cote.  During  discussion  that  followed,  Mr,  Mailhot  indicated  that  there 
had  been  some  drainage  problems,  Fred  McGarry,  Chairman  of  the  Planning 
Board,  indicated  that  this  had  to  do  with  culverts  that  had  been  crushed. 
The  question  of  whose  responsibility  these  culverts  were  was  deferred  to 
Mr.  Mailhot.  Mr.  Mailhot  indicated  that  the  driveway  permits  were  issued 
to  the  developer.  Harriet  Cady  made  a  motion  to  move  the  question.  Sec- 
onded by  Judy  Sullivan,  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close  debate 
and  move  the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so 
declared.  The  Moderator  then  called  for  a  vote  on  the  Amendment.  It  was  a 
voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  Article  5  now  adds  the 
words  "upon  written  acceptance  of  the  roads  by  the  Deerfield  Planning  Board 
regarding  their  construction".  Back  to  the  main  motion.  As  discussion 
continued,  James  Alexander  pointed  out  that  the  Town  has  been  made  aware 
that  there  is  runoff  coming  out  of  that  area  and  read  a  letter  from  Town 
Counsel  that  explained  that  there  could  be  some  liability.  Town  Counsel, 
David  Connell,  was  asked  to  explain  the  liability  and  did  so.  There  being 
no  further  discussion,  the  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  Article  5  as 
amended.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The 
motion  carries. 
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The  Moderator  called  a  ten  minute  recess  at  12:10  PM. 
The  Moderator  called  the  Meeting  to  order  at  12:20  PM. 

At  this  time,  the  Moderator  recognized  William  Sanborn.  Mr.  Sanborn 
stated  that  the  Town  has  the  deeds  to  build  the  Peter  Moore  Road.  He  then 
made  a  motion  to  have  the  Selectmen  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of 
somebody  from  the  fire  department,  somebody  from  the  Police  Department  and 
somebody  from  the  School  to  anticipate  what  the  savings  would  be  if  the 
Peter  Moore  Road  was  open.  Mr.  Sanborn  then  placed  a  motion  on  the  floor 
that  Article  4  be  taken  from  the  Table  at  this  time. 

The  Moderator,  James  A.  Mclntyre,  stated  that  it  was  clear  that  the 
vote  of  the  meeting  was  not  to  pass  or  take  Article  4  from  the  table  for 
reconsideration  for  the  duration  of  this  meeting.  Therefore,  the  Moderator 
ruled  this  motion  out  of  order. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  vote  to  change  the  status  of 
Perkins  Road  from  closed  by  Gates  and  Bars  to  a  Class  IV  (4)  town  highway. 
That  the  portion  to  be  reopened  to  Class  IV  be  the  portion  from  where  it  is 
presently  closed  by  Gates  and  Bars  along  the  frontage  of  the  land  of  George 
and  Jennie  Owens  to  the  end  of  their  frontage  on  Perkins  Road.  By  Peti- 
tion . 

The  Moderator  asked  for  a  ruling  from  Town  Counsel,  David  Connell,  as 
to  the  legality  of  this  Article.  Attorney  Connell,  stated  that  there  were 
two  defects.  The  first  being  there  are  no  Class  4  roads  in  Deerfield. 
Therefore,  this  article  would  have  to  be  amended  to  read  Class  5.  The 
second  defect  was  to  change  a  Class  6  road  to  a  Class  5  would  be  by  Peti- 
tion to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Moderator  then  asked  the  Clerk  if  the  body  passed  a  sense  of  the 
meeting  last  year.  The  Clerk  gave  the  Moderator  the  minutes  of  last  years' 
Article  that  indicated  that  it  had  passed.   He  then  read  the  results. 

The  Moderator  then  asked  James  Alexander  if  the  Board  of  Selectmen  had 
been  approached. 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  read  the  Minutes  of  the  Se- 
lectmen's Meeting  of  June  5,  1988.  Mr.  Alexander  stated  that  they  had  not 
received  a  petition  to  this  date. 

Harriet  Cady,  a  petitioner,  stated  that  the  Department  of  Transporta- 
tion told  her  that  a  road  closed  by  the  Town  may  be  opened  by  petition  of 
registered  voters. 

The  Moderator  indicated  that  they  could  not  determine  the  legality  now 
as  there  appeared  to  be  two  conflicting  opinions.  The  Moderator  stated  the 
article  could  only  carry  the  sense  of  the  meeting  and  he  would  entertain  a 
motion . 

Petitioner,  Harriet  Cady  moved  Article  5  be  adopted  as  read.  Seconded 
by  George  Keech.  Harriet  Cady  then  moved  to  amend  Article  6  to  change 
Class  4  to  Class  5  in  both  sentences.  Seconded  by  George  Keech.  Mrs.  Cady 
asked  the  Moderator  to  take  a  sense  of  the  meeting  to  close  debate  as  the 
Amendment  was  self-explanatory.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  Sense  of  the 
Meeting.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative,  therefore,  the  Moderator 
called  for  the  vote  on  the  Amendment.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  so  declared.  Article  6  now  reads  "Class  V  (5)"  in  both  sentences. 
Back  to  the  main  motion. 
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Kerry  Woods  moved  to  amend  Article  6  to  have  added  "and  that  the  road 
be  brought  up  to  Class  V  (5)  standards  by  the  Petitioners  before  accept- 
ance". Seconded  by  Donald  Gorman.  Lengthy  discussion  followed  as  to  the 
cost  and  condition  of  the  section  of  road  concerned.  Harriet  Cady  made  a 
motion  to  move  the  question.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close 
debate  and  vove  the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and 
so  declared.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  the  Amendment.  It  was  a 
voice  vote  in  the  negative  and  so  declared.  The  motion  does  not  carry. 
Back  to  the  main  motion. 

At  this  point  in  discussion  the  Moderator,  James  A.  Mclntyre,  stated 
that  the  meeting  had  been  misinformed  and  that  if  it  were  determined  by 
counsel  to  be  legal  it  would  be  binding.  It  was  earlier  thought  to  be  just 
the  Sense  of  the  Meeting.   Discussion  went  on. 

Joseph  Stone  made  a  motion  to  move  the  question.  Seconded  by  Richard 
Pelletier.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close  debate  and  move  the 
question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The 
Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  Article  6  as  amended.  It  was  a  voice  vote 
in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.   The  motion  carries. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  following:  We,  the 
undersigned,  believe  our  real  estate  assessments  are  unfair,  and  that  all 
the  taxable  real  estate  and/or  taxable  property  should  be  reassessed  by  an 
outside  independent  assessing  firm  to  ensure  a  fair  and  equitable  evalua- 
tion for  all.   By  Petition. 

Petitioner,  Joseph  Cote,  moved  Article  7  be  adopted  as  read.  Seconded 
by  Debra  Clark.  There  was  a  brief  explanation  of  the  Article  by  Mr.  Cote 
followed  by  brief  discussion.  Richard  Pelletier  made  a  motion  to  move  the 
question.  Seconded  by  Leo  D.  Roy.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to 
close  debate  and  move  the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative 
and  so  declared.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  Article  7  as  read. 
It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  motion  car- 
ries . 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $45,000  for  the  purpose  of  a  complete  revaluation  of  the  entire 
town,  by  a  private  appraisal  firm  that  has  been  approved  by  the  Department 
of  Revenue  Administration  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  the 
sum  of  $10,257.18  from  the  Property  Revaluation  Capital  Reserve  Fund  estab- 
lished at  the  Town  Meeting  in  1978.  The  balance  to  be  raised  by  taxes. 
Approved  by  Budget  Committee. 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  Article  8  be  adopted  as 
read.  Seconded  by  Stig  Jorgenson.  There  was  brief  discussion  as  to  when 
it  would  be  done  and  how  many  units  we  have  to  do.  Harriet  Cady  moved  to 
amend  Article  8  by  adding  "to  be  started  in  1989  and  that  this  revaluation 
be  put  out  to  bid".  Seconded  by  Joseph  Cote.  General  discussion  contin- 
ued. Donald  Gorman  made  a  motion  to  move  the  question.  Seconded  by  Warren 
Billings.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close  debate  and  move  the 
question.  It  was  a  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  Moderator 
called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment.  The  voice  vote  being  unclear  the 
Moderator  called  for  a  show  of  hands.  The  results  of  the  Hand  Vote  were 
YES  86  NO  134  It  is  a  vote  in  the  negative  and  it  was  so  declared.  The 
motion  does  not  carry.  Back  to  the  main  motion.  Winfred  Hutchinson,  Jr. 
made  a  motion  to  move  the  question.  Seconded  by  Joseph  Stone.  The  Modera- 
tor called  for  a  vote  to  close  debate  and  move  the  question.  It  was  a 
voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  Moderator  then  called 
for   a  vote  on  Article  8  as  read.   It  was  a  voice  vote  in   the   affirmative 
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and  30  declared.   The  motion  carries. 

The  Moderator  declared  a  5  minute  recess  at  1:30  PM. 
The  Moderator  called  the  Meeting  to  order  at  1:35  PM. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$5,500  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  defibrillator  to  be  used  by  qualified 
Rescue  Squad  members. 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  Article  9  be  adopted  as 
read.  Seconded  by  Bruce  Langlois.  Mr.  Alexander  deferred  to  Jack  Sulli- 
van, President  of  the  Rescue  Squad  for  an  explanation  of  the  piece  of 
equipment  being  purchased.  There  being  no  discussion  the  Moderator  called 
for  the  Vote  on  Article  9  as  read.  The  Voice  Vote  being  unclear,  the 
Moderator  called  for  a  show  of  hands.  The  results  of  the  Hand  Vote  was  YES 
118  NO  79.  It  was  a  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  Article  9 
carries . 

ARTICLE  10,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  following:  Whereas  we, 
the  concerned  residents,  voters  and  taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Deerfield, 
N.H.  feel  that  the  taxes  of  said  Town  have  become  unreasonable  and  exces- 
sive. The  undersigned  hereby  direct  the  Board  of  Selectmen  adopt  a  spend- 
ing and  tax  limit  not  to  exceed  the  national  coat  of  living  index  policy, 
also  referred  to  as  the  Consumer  Price  Index.  It  was  4.4*  this  year  and  is 
expected  to  continue  at  this  amount.  This  spending  limit  in  accordance 
with  the  coat  of  living  index  is  to  be  applied  to  all  departments  of  the 
town.  This  directive  also  applies  to  the  Deerfield  School  System  and  its 
affiliates.  If  this  warrant  article  is  adopted,  the  spending  and  tax  limit 
may  only  be  overridden  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  voters  at  a  town 
meeting.   By  Petition. 

The  Moderator  deferred  to  Town  Counsel,  David  Connell,  for  a  ruling  on 
this  Article.  Attorney  Connell  read  a  letter  from  Barbara  Reid  of  the 
Municipal  Services  Division  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration. 
It  was  the  DRA' s  opinion  that  this  was  not  authorized  by  law.  Attorney 
Connell  was  in  agreement  with  that  opinion.  There  is  no  substitute  for 
voting  on  appropriations  each  year.  Therefore,  the  Moderator  ruled  this 
article  out  of  order. 

Richard  Mailhot  then  asked  the  Moderator  if  a  Sense  of  the  Meeting 
could  be  given  as  a  directive  to  the  Municipal  Budget  Committee  to  adopt  a 
spending  limit.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  of  a  Sense  of  the  Meeting. 
The  voice  vote  being  unclear  the  Moderator  called  for  a  show  of  hands.  The 
results  of  the  Hand  Vote  were  YES  113  NO  92.  The  Sense  of  the  meeting 
was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  deposit  all  of  the  reve- 
nues collected  pursuant  to  RSA  79-A  (the  land  use  change  tax)  in  the  Con- 
servation Fund  in  accordance  with  RSA  36-A:5.  By  request  of  Conservation 
Commission. 

Frank  Mitchell,  Chairman  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  moved  that 
Article  11  be  adopted  as  read.  Seconded  by  Kate  Hartnett.  Mr.  Mitchell 
explained  the  article  and  what  the  Commission  hoped  to  accomplish  with  the 
monies.  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  James  Alexander,  explained  to 
the  meeting  the  amount  of  money  that  this  involves.  Richard  Mailhot  moved 
to  amend  Article  11  by  adding  "and  limiting  the  amount  to  25*".  Fred 
McGarry  seconded  the  motion.  General  discussion  followed.  Jonathan  Wins- 
low  made  a  motion  to  move  the  question.  Seconded  by  Warren  Guinan.  The 
Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close  debate  and  move  the  question.  It  was 
a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  Moderator  called  for 
a   vote  on  the  Amendment.   It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  negative  and   so   de- 
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clared.  The  motion  does  not  carry.  Back  to  the  main  motion.  More  dis- 
cussion o£  the  pros  and  cons  of  this  Article.  Debra  Clark  made  a  motion  to 
move  the  question.  Seconded  by  Donald  McHugh.  The  Moderator  called  for  a 
vote  to  close  debate  and  move  the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the 
affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  Article 
11  as  read.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  negative  and  so  declared.  The 
motion  does  not  carry. 

Article  12,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000  for  the  Conservation  Fund  under  RSA  36-A:5.  By  request  of 
Conservation  Commission. 

Frank  Mitchell,  Chairman  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  moved  that 
Article  12  be  adopted  as  read.  Seconded  by  Philip  Bilodeau.  Mr.  Mitchell 
explained  Article  12.  Philip  Bilodeau  moved  to  amend  Article  12  from 
$1,000  to  $10,000.  Seconded  by  Barbara  Mathews.  Discussion  of  the  use  and 
need  for  the  money  followed.  Bruce  Gamsby  made  a  motion  to  move  the  ques- 
tion. Seconded  by  Donald  McHugh.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close 
debate  and  move  the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and 
so  declared.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  the  Amendment.  It  was  a 
voice  vote  in  the  negative  and  so  declared.  The  motion  does  not  carry. 
Back  to  the  main  motion.  Winfred  Hutchinson,  Jr.  moved  to  amend  Article  12 
from  $1,000  to  $5,000.  Seconded  by  Irene  Shores.  Jonathan  Winslow  made  a 
motion  to  move  the  question.  Seconded  by  Mary  Mahoney.  The  Moderator 
called  for  a  vote  to  close  debate  and  move  the  question.  It  was  a  voice 
vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  Moderator  then  called  for  the 
vote  on  the  Amendment.  The  voice  vote  being  unclear  the  Moderator  called 
for  a  show  of  hands.  The  results  of  the  Hand  Vote  were  YES  149  NO  90. 
It  was  a  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  motion  carries. 
Back  to  the  main  motion.  Robert  Ashforth  made  a  motion  to  move  the  ques- 
tion. Seconded  by  Joseph  Cote.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close 
debate  and  move  the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and 
so  declared.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  Article  12  as  amended. 
It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  motion  car- 
ries. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Forestry 
Committee  and  the  Conservation  Commission  to  jointly  manage  the  following 
town  properties:  Dowat-Cate  Town  Forest,  McNeil,  Wells,  Arthur  Chase, 
Alvah  Chase,  Lindsay,  and  Flanders  Lots  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:112. 
Any  proceeds  from  the  Dowst-Cate  Town  Forest  shall  be  placed  in  a  Forest 
Maintenance  Fund,  which  shall  be  allowed  to  accumulate  from  year  to  year  as 
provided  by  RSA  31:113.  Proceeds  from  other  properties  shall  be  placed  in 
the  Conservation  Fund,  as  Authorized  by  RSA  36A:5.  By  request  of  Conser- 
vation Commission. 

The  Moderator  asked  for  a  ruling  from  Town  Counsel,  David  Connell,  as 
to  the  legality  of  this  Article.  Attorney  Connell  stated  that  it  would  be 
legal  if  the  last  sentence  was  struck  as  the  Commission  cannot  take  income 
from  wood  lots.  The  Moderator  stated  that  he  would  entertain  a  motion  on 
the  article. 

Frank  Mitchell,  Chairman  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  moved  that 
Article  13  be  adopted  as  read.  Seconded  by  Suzie  Sherburne.  Frank  Mitch- 
ell moved  to  amend  Article  13  by  deleting  the  last  sentence.  Seconded  by 
Richard  Boisvert.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  the  amendment.  It 
was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  Article  13  now  stands 
without  the  last  sentence.   Back  to  the  main  motion. 

General  discussion  followed  as  to  the  use  of  the  money.  Charlotte 
Darling  made  a  motion  to  move  the  question.   Seconded  by  Thomas  McCoy.   The 
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Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close  debate  and  move  the  question.  It  was 
a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  Moderator  then  called 
for  a  vote  on  Article  13  as  amended.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  so  declared.   The  motion  carries. 

The  Moderator  called  a  10  minute  recess  at  2:50  PM. 
The  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  3:00  PM . 

ARTICLE  14.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
Town  Charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

At  this  time  the  Moderator  announced  that  the  Budget  would  be  taken  up 
Section  by  Section.  Also,  at  this  time,  James  Degnan,  Chairman  of  the 
Municipal  Budget  Committee  and  Joseph  Stone,  Municipal  Budget  Committee 
Member,  joined  the  other  Officials  on  the  Platform. 

James  Degnan,  Chairman  of  the  Municipal  Budget  Committee,  moved  to 
amend  the  Budget  to  $1,041,775.00  which  includes  and  excludes  the  action 
taken  on  Articles  1,  2,  3,  8,  9,  and  12.  Seconded  by  Robert  Berger .  The 
Moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the 
affirmative  and  so  declared.   The  Budget  is  now  amended  to  $1,041,775. 

General  Government 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  to  amend  under  General 
Government /Buildings  from  $14,606  to  $17,100  and  under  Office  Equipment 
$2,800  to  $6,000.   Seconded  by  Winfred  Hutchinson,  Jr. 

Under  Buildings  the  increase  was  explained  as  the  need  for  two  air 
conditioning  units  for  the  office  personnel  upstairs.  Varied  questions 
were  asked  as  to  the  size  and  cost.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on 
the  increase  in  this  line  item.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  negative  and  so 
declared.  The  motion  does  not  carry.  General  Government /Buildings  remains 
$14,606. 

General  Government /Of f ice  Equipment  -  The  increase  was  explained  as 
the  computer  equipment  and  software  necessary  to  bring  the  Tax  Collectors 
Office  on  line.  There  was  discussion  on  this  item  as  to  the  best  method  to 
use.  Erick  Berglund  made  a  motion  to  put  before  the  Meeting  an  Advisory 
Motion  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  before  proceeding  with  the  computer 
software  purchase,  appoint  a  Systems  Management  Committee.  Seconded  by 
Stig  Jorgensen.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  the  Advisory  Motion. 
It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  More  general 
discussion  followed.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  the  increase  to 
the  Line,  Office  Equipment.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  negative  and  it  was 
so  declared.  The  motion  does  not  carry.  General  Government /Of f ice  Equip- 
ment remains  $2,800. 

Public  Safety 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  to  Amend  the  Police 
Departments  appropriation  from  $93,265  to  $101,360.  Seconded  by  Bruce 
Graham.  Mr.  Alexander  deferred  to  Chief  Harbison  for  the  explanation. 
Chief  Harbison  explained  that  it  was  for  uniforms,  certification  require- 
ments, telephone  bills  and  cruiser  maintenance.  Mr.  Degnan  of  the  Budget 
Committee  explained  the  Budget  Committee's  rationale  in  cutting  this  from 
the  budget.  General  discussion  followed.  Leo  D.  Roy  made  a  motion  to  move 
the  question.  Seconded  by  Keith  Belgard.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote 
to  close  debate  and  move  the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  so  declared.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  to  increase  the 
Police  Departments  appropriation  from  $93,265  to  $101,360.  It  was  a  voice 
vote   in   the   affirmative  and  so  declared.   The   motion   carries.    Public 
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Safety/Police  Department  is  now  $101,360. 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  to  Amend  the  Building 
Inspection  appropriation  from  $10,000  to  $15,000,  Seconded  by  Thomas 
Foulkes.  Mr.  Alexander  explained  that  this  was  mainly  due  to  the  hiring  of 
a  new  Building  Inspector.  Mr.  Degnan  also  spoke  the  Budget  Committee's 
views.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  the  increase  in  Building 
Inspector's  appropriation  from  $10,000  to  $15,000.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in 
the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  motion  carries.  Public  Safety/Build- 
ing Inspection  is  now  $15,000. 

Highways,  Streets  and  Bridges 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  to  Amend  under  General 
Highway,  Town  Maintenance  the  amount  of  $157,000  to  $175,000.  Seconded  by 
William  Sanborn.  Mr.  Alexander  explained  the  reason  for  the  increase  was 
to  bring  the  budgeted  amount  back  up  to  the  1968  appropriations.  Mr. 
Degnan  noted  that  there  needed  to  be  some  slowing  down.  General  discussion 
followed.  Charles  Garland  made  a  motion  to  move  the  question.  Seconded  by 
Sigrid  Marble.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  close  debate  and  move 
the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The 
Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  the  amendment.  The  voice  vote  being 
unclear  the  Moderator  called  for  a  show  of  hands.  The  results  of  the  Hand 
Vote  were  YES  107  NO  60.  It  was  a  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  it  was 
so  declared.  The  motion  carries.  Highways,  Streets  and  Bridges/General 
Highway,  Town  Maintenance  is  now  $175,000. 

Philip  Bilodeau  was  recognized  by  the  Moderator  at  this  time.  He  asked  to 
place  a  motion  on  the  floor  to  get  a  sense  of  the  meeting  as  to  the  need 
for  a  Road  Committee  to  investigate  and  help  the  Selectmen  in  this  area. 
The  Moderator  called  for  a  Sense  of  the  Meeting.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in 
the  affirmative.   The  sense  of  the  meeting  was  achieved. 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  to  amend  under  Gravel 
Roads  the  amount  of  $10,000  to  $20,000.  Seconded  by  Robert  Sanborn.  Mr. 
Alexander  explained  the  need  and  Mr.  Degnan  explained  the  Committee's  need 
to  hold  the  line. 

The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  the  amendment  to  Gravel  Roads. 
It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  negative  and  so  declared.  The  motion  does  not 
carry.   Highways,  Streets  and  Br idges /Gravel  Roads  remains  at  $10,000. 

The  Moderator  called  a  10  Minute  Recess  at  4:20  PM. 

At  4:30  PM  Norman  Merrill  came  forward  and  was  sworn  in  by  Moderator 
James  A.  Mclntyre  as  a  trustee  of  the  Philbrick  James  Library  for  a  three 
year  term. 

The  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:35  PM. 

Sanitation 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  to  amend  the  appropria- 
tion of  $82,600  to  $99,950.  Seconded  by  Louis  Nephew.  Mr.  Alexander 
deferred  to  Scott  Shillaber.  Mr.  Shillaber  explained  the  increase  to  be  in 
the  areas  of  a  second  person  at  the  landfill.  State  mandated  studies  and 
compliance  with  HB  227.  Mr.  Degnan  stated  the  budget  committee  simply 
wanted  to  keep  it  at  the  same  level  as  last  year.

Said 
deputy  shall  be  sworn,  shall  have  the  powers  of  the  treasurer,  and  may  be 
removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  treasurer. 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  that  Article  19  be 
adopted  as  read.  Seconded  by  Robert  Sanborn.  There  being  little  discus- 
sion, the  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  Article  19  as  read.  It  was  a 
voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.   The  motion  carries. 

Article  20,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  money  from  the  State,  Federal   or 
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other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available   during 
the  year  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-b. 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander,  moved  that  Article  20  be 
adopted  as  read.  Seconded  by  Irene  Shores.  There  being  little  discussion, 
the  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  Article  20  as  read.  It  was  a  voice 
vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.   The  motion  carries. 

ARTICLE  21.  That  the  Town  of  Deerfield  and  the  Town  of  Deerfield 
School  Board  shall  post  legal  notices  of  all  meetings  of  Boards,  Commit- 
tees, and  sub-committees  thereof  any  committee  at  the  following  public 
places.  The  Town  Hall,  The  George  B.  White  School,  The  Post  Office,  The 
Library,  and  any  other  place  they  so  deem.  This  is  to  let  the  widest 
selection  of  citizens  possible  find  the  times  of  all  public  meetings  and 
the  doing  of  public  business.   By  Petition. 

The  Moderator  stated  that  Town  Counsel  said  this  Article  would  be 
legal  without  "The  Deerfield  School  Board".  Petitioner,  Harriet  Cady, 
moved  Article  21  be  adopted  as  read.  Seconded  by  Debra  Clark.  Harriet 
Cady  then  moved  to  amend  Article  21  to  delete  the  words  "Town  of  Deerfield 
School  Board".  Seconded  by  Donald  Smith.  The  Moderator  called  for  the 
vote  on  the  amendment.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so 
declared.  The  motion  carries.  Back  to  the  main  motion.  There  being 
little  discussion  the  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  Article  21  as  amend- 
ed. It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  motion 
carries . 

ARTICLE  22.  We  the  undersigned  ask  the  voters  to  set  a  $1,000  bid 
procedure  in  the  Town  of  Deerfield  and  the  Deerfield  School  District.  This 
means  that  no  items  for  work  or  for  the  procurement  of  materials  or  serv- 
ices will  be  ordered  without  first  obtaining  bids  by  advertisement  in  the 
newspaper  of  largest  circulation  in  the  Town  of  Deerfield.  The  newspaper 
to  be  a  commercial  paper  and  not  a  publication  such  as  the  Communicator. 
By  Petition. 

The  Moderator  stated  that  Town  Counsel  said  that  this  article  would  be 
legal  without  "Deerfield  School  District". 

Petitioner,  Harriet  Cady,  moved  that  Article  22  be  adopted  as  read. 
Seconded  by  Alvin  Upper.  Harriet  Cady  then  moved  to  amend  Article  22  to 
delete  the  workds  "and  the  Deerfield  School  District".  Seconded  by  Alvin 
Upper.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  the  amendment.  It  was  a  voice 
vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  motion  carries.  Back  to  the 
main  motion.  Robert  Ashforth  then  moved  to  amend  Article  22  to  add  the 
words  after  "services"  and  before  "will",  "which  meet  or  exceed  this 
amount".  Seconded  by  Harriet  Cady.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on 
the  amendment.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared. 
The  motion  carries.  Back  to  main  motion.  There  was  a  lot  of  discussion  as 
to  the  fairness  of  the  bid  procedure  and  the  dollar  amount  that  should  be 
used.  Mrs.  Cady  wished  to  place  a  third  amendment  on  Article  22,  The 
Moderator  stated  that  because  he  had  previously  ruled  that  there  would  be 
only  two  amendments  to  each  Article  and  because  he  did  not  find  this  an 
extraordinary  circumstance  that  he  would  not  entertain  the  third  amendment. 
Mrs.  Cady  then  challenged  the  Moderator.  Seconded  by  Thomas  McCoy.  The 
Moderator  asked  for  a  show  of  hands  for  as  many  as  were  in  favor  of  sus- 
taining the  chairs  position  and  then  those  opposed  to  sustaining  the  chairs 
position.  The  results  of  the  show  of  hands  were  YES  39  NO  70.  The 
Moderator  was  overruled  and  the  Amendment  is  allowed.  Harriet  Cady  then 
made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  22  to  increase  the  amount  of  $1,000  to 
$5,000.  Seconded  by  George  Owen.  There  was  lengthy  discussion  as  to  how 
this  would  bind  the  wheels  of  government  and  how  it  might  create  a  fair 
process  to  awarding  contracts.  Chairman  of  the  Board,  James  Alexander, 
stated   that  the  Board  used  a  bid  procedure  when  they  could.   Stig   Jorgen-

aen.  Municipal  Budget  Committee  Member,  stated  that  he  felt  that  the  mes- 
sage was  to  have  a  system  of  Checks  and  Balances  and  that  the  MBC  could 
work  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  that.  Louis  Nephew  made  a  motion  to 
move  the  question.  Seconded  by  Jack  Sullivan.  The  Moderator  called  for 
the  vote  to  close  debate  and  move  the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the 
affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  motion  carries.  The  Moderator  then 
called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment  to  increase  the  amount  from  $1,000  to 
$5,000.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  negative  and  so  declared.  The  motion 
does  not  carry.  Back  to  main  motion.  The  Moderator  then  called  for  the 
vote  on  Article  22  as  amended.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  negative  and  so 
declared.   The  motion  does  not  carry, 

ARTICLE  23,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an  historic 
district  commission  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  672-677,  or 
take  other  action  relating  thereto.   By  Petition. 

Fred  McGarry  moved  to  combine  Articles  23  and  24.  Seconded  by  Richard 
Boisvert,  The  Moderator  then  called  for  a  show  of  hands  to  get  a  Sense  of 
the  Meeting  as  to  whether  to  combine  Articles  23  and  24.  The  Moderator 
called  for  the  vote  on  the  Sense  of  the  Meeting.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in 
the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  He  also  stated,  at  this  time,  that  Town 
Counsel  had  ruled  that  this  could  be  done  and  that  it  was  not  binding  until 
there  was  money  appropriated  by  a  subsequent  zoning  amendment.  The  Modera- 
tor called  for  a  voice  vote  on  the  wording  aa  read  by  Fred  McGarry  of  the 
combined  article.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared. 
The  Moderator  reread  the  combined  article. 

ARTICLE  23  &  24  as  combined 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an  Historic  District  Commission 
pursuant  to  673:4  to  conaiat  of  five  (5)  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  one  member  shall  be  a  Member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
whose  term  shall  coincide  with  the  length  of  his/her  remaining  term  as 
Selectmen,  The  terms  of  the  other  four  (4)  members  shall  be  for  three  (3) 
years  except  the  initial  term  shall  be  staggered  as  follows:  two  (2)  ap- 
pointed for  two  (2)  years;  two  (2)  appointed  for  three  (3)  years  and  one 
(1)  member  may  be  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  alao  be  authorized  to  appoint  not  more  than  five  (5)  additional 
alternate  members  pursuant  to  RSA  673:6  for  terms  of  three  (3)  years  except 
that  the  initial  term  shall  be  established  aa  followa:  two  (2)  for  one 
year;  two  (2)  for  two  years  and  one  (1)  for  three  years. 

There  was  lengthy  discussion  on  the  Combined  Article  23/24  as  to  what 
the  Commission  will  do  and  what  restrictions  would  be  placed  on  the  home- 
owners. Richard  Pelletier  made  a  motion  to  move  the  question.  Seconded  by 
Jolene  Smith.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  to  close  debate  and  move 
the  question.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared.  The 
Moderator  then  called  for  the  vote  on  the  combined  Article  23/24  as  previ- 
ously read.  The  voice  vote  being  unclear  he  called  for  a  show  of  hands. 
The  result  of  the  Hand  Vote  was  YES  50  NO  49.  It  was  a  vote  in  the 
affirmative  and  so  declared.  The  motion  carries.  The  Moderator  enter- 
tained a  request  for  a  recount  but  ruled  the  request  out  of  order. 

ARTICLE  24.   Article  24  was  combined  with  Article  23  as  noted  prior. 

ARTICLE  25.  Article  25  was  taken  out  of  order  after  Article  2  and  was 
defeated . 

I      ARTICLE   26.    To   see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to   instruct   the   town's 
'representatives   to  the  General  Court  to  respond  to  our  solid  waste   crisis 
by  taking  all  necessary  measures  to  insure  that  New  Hampshire  adopt   legis- 
lation that  will  permit  consumers  to  return  for  refund  of  deposit  with   New 
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Hampshire  all  soda,  beer,  wine  cooler  and  liquor  containers  and  that  all 
unclaimed  deposit  monies  shall  be  collected  by  the  state  and  no  less  than 
80t  shall  be  returned  annually  to  local  municipalities  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  implementing,  expending  and  reimbursing  community  recycling  projects. 
By  Petition. 

The  Moderator  state  that  this  Article  is  mearly  a  directive  to  the 
Elected  Representatives.   It  is  not  binding. 

Petitioner,  Philip  Bilodeau,  moved  to  adopt  Article  26  as  read. 
Seconded  by  Donald  Fisher.  After  brief  discussion  as  to  what  message  this 
would  carry  to  the  elected  representatives  and  the  legislature,  the  Modera- 
tor called  for  the  vote.  It  was  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so 
declared.   The  motion  carries. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  the  meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business  and  on  the  motion  of  Winfred  Hutchin- 
son, Jr.,  seconded  by  Louis  Nephew,  the  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  to 
adjourn  the  meeting.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  so  de- 
clared.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  7; 15  PM .

To  aid  town  residents  when  they  arrive  at  the  landfill,  the   following 
is  a  brief  breakout  of  disposal  areas  at  the  landfill. 

1 .  Batteries : 

A.  Automobile  batteries. 

B.  Household  batteries  used  for  flashlights,  toys  and  watches. 

2.  Gasoline  Tanks  -  Automobile. 

3.  Mufflers  and  Tail  Pipes. 

4.  55  Gallon  drums  and  smaller  containers. 

Al 1  drums  must  have  at  least  one  end  removed  prior  to  disposal . 

5.  White  Items: 

Kitchen  stoves,  refrigerators,  washing  machines,  clothes  dryers, 
hot  water  heaters  and  all  small  kitchen  appliances  such  as  irons, 
toasters,  waffle  irons,  etc.   NO  MICROWAVE  OVENS  ACCEPTED! 

6.  Fence  Wire  and  Metal  Cables: 

Wire  and  cable  must  be  cut  into  lengths  of  three  (3)  feet  or  less. 
NO  WOOD  OR  RUBBER  ATTACHED. 

7.  Tires: 

All  tires  must  be  separated  from  rims  and  separated  as  follows: 

A.  Automobile  Tires 

B .  Truck  Tires 

C.  Bicycle  Tires,  wheelbarrow  tires  and  inner  tubes. 

8.  Light  Metal  (less  than  1/4  inch  thick). 

All  thin  metal  that  can  be  compacted  or  shredded.   ALL  NON-METAL 
ITEMS  MUST  BE  REMOVED . 

9.  Heavy  Metal  (more  than  1/4  inch  thick). 

HEAVY  METAL  MUST  HAVE  ALL  NON-METALLIC  ITEMS  REMOVED  AND  CANNOT 
BE  MORE  THAN  FOUR  FOOT  IN  LENGTH. 

10.  All  Other  Metals: 

Aluminum,  brass,  copper  and  lead  will  be  separated  from  the  metal 
piles . 

Landfill  operator  will  direct  you  to  correct  areas  for  these 
items.   ALL  NON-METALLIC  ITEMS  MUST  BE  REMOVED. 

11.  Lawn  Mowers 

Lawn  mowers  must  have  rubber  tires,  gas  tanks  and  engines  removed. 

12.  Brush  Pile: 

A.  All  brush  -  not  to  exceed  5"  in  diameter. 

B.  Leaves  and  grass  clippings  -  Must  be  removed  from  plastic  bags 
or  paper  containers. 

C.  Wooden  Furniture  -  bureaus,  chairs,  etc. 

D.  NO  METAL  ITEMS.  PAPER  GOODS  OR  HOUSEHOLD  RUBBISH  PERMITTED. 


13.  Furniture  Pile: 

A.  Couches 

B .  Mattresses 

C.  Overstuffed  chairs  and  cushions 

14.  Household  Landfill  Area: 

A.  Household  Rubbish 

B .  Paper  and  Cardboard 

C.  Asphalt  Roofing  and  Shingles 

D.  Sheet  Rock 

E.  Plastic  Items 

F.  NO  METAL  OR  WOODEN  ITEMS  IN  THIS  AREA
